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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-9 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding claim 1, the prior art of record fails to teach or fairly suggest a 

distributed matrix wiring assembly for connecting a routing relay module to a payload 
equipment device over a first set of harness wires comprising: a distributed matrix 
module coupled to the first set of harness wires and to the payload equipment device 
and includes a distributed matrix column wire and a distributed matrix row wire where 
the column and row wires form a distributed matrix with matrix nodes that fulfill the 
matrix node requirement of the payload equipment device.
